THE AFFILIATION of the Toronto Conservatory 0 f 
Music with the School took place in 1919. The 
School is thus prepared to offer to students of the 
Conservatory, not only such courses in Expression 
and Physical Education as they may desire, but also 
practical instruction in Platform Deportment and 
Stage Technique. 

Residential Accommodation for out-of-town stu- 
dents had become a need increasingly urgent. 
In 1919, however, through the kindness of Mrs. 
Timothy Eaton, the School was able to meet the 
need by taking over Dundonald House and 
converting it into a comfortable and tasteful 
residence. This assured to students attractive 
quarters and wholesome food during their years of 
study. As, however, the accommodation is limited, 
it is very desirable that applications for rooms 
should be made as early as possible. A special 
bulletin with detailed information regarding prices 
and regulations will be sent on application to the 
Secretary of the Margaret Eaton School. 



THE PURPOSE of the School is: 

L To Provide advanced courses of study for young 
women who have completed the work of the secon- 
dary schools and wish to receive further instruction, 
but who, for any reason, do not wish to undertake 
full University work. Such students will find courses 
in English, Dramatic Art, French, and Physical Edu- 






cation, so arranged as to support and supplement 
one another. In presenting these subjects, the 
School aims at the development of the whole being 
of the student, physical, mental and moral. More- 
over, an effort is made to provide harmonious, 
artistic surroundings.
